BUDAPEST. — Hungary 
started doubling her army to an 
estimated 420,000 men today for 
what officials said was peace, not 
war. 

The mobilization of five classes 
Cage groups) totalling approxi¬ 
mately 200,000 youths was called 
a measure necessary for Hun¬ 
garian security, “endangered by 
the continued mobilization of the 
Czechoslovak army,” and the col¬ 
lapse of negotiations on Hungarian 
demands for parts of Czecho¬ 
slovakia. 

Surprise was occasioned by the 
disclosure that the Hungarian 
army numbered about 220,000 be¬ 
cause the post-war Trianon treaty, 
declared abrogated just two 
months ago, limited the force to 
35,000. 

The official press declared Hun¬ 
gary was not alone in demanding 
Magyar-inhabited slices of her al¬ 
ready-dismembered neighbor. “We 
have powerful friends, who fully 
support us,” said the Pester Lloyd. 


DARANYI I.EAVES 
AFTER HITLER TALK 

MUNICH. OD—Koloman Daran- 
yi, former Hungarian premier, de¬ 
parted for Budapest today with 
Chancellor Adolf Hitler’s assur¬ 
ances that Hungary would get her 
legitimate share of diminishing 
Czechoslovakia. 

That, Nazi sources said, was the 
principal result of the chancellor’s 
talks yesterday with Daranyi and 
Frantisek Chvalkovsky, Czechoslo¬ 
vak foreign minister. 

These sources said Hitler dealt 
only in the broad jirinciples of ra¬ 
cial self-determinatiOT and their 
application to the Czechoslovak sit¬ 
uation and did not go into details 
of a possible settlement.

SALT LAKE CITY. tfl>)—Word 
reached here today two Colorado 
river expeditions were safe but 
that another daring boatman had 
been missing for two months.

The autopsy is expected to re¬ 
quire at least three hours of 
study by the physicians to deter¬ 
mine the cause or a small hole 
in the inner side of her left eye, 
a bruise on the left eyelid and 
a large bump on the frontal part 
of her skull.

(EST) today for Miami, first leg 
of a blight to Bucharest, Rou- 
mania, by way of the south 
Atlantic.

Constant, Burbank, Calif., flier and 
former movie writer.

National Registration Planned by 
Britain in New Defense Program 


LONDON. (Pi—National regis¬ 
tration of Britons was considered 
today to give the British govern¬ 
ment an index of forces available 
for service in an emergency. 

Legislative proposals giving 
Prime Minister Neville Chamber¬ 
lain’s cabinet power to establish 
such a register were expected to 
be announced in King George’s 
speech reopening parliament 
Nov. 8. 

Informed political quarters said 
a special department of national 
defense, responsible for all 
branches of civilian home protec¬ 
tion, was planned. 

Sir John Anderson, author of a 
scheme for evacuating London 
civilians during the German- 
Czechoslovak crisis last month. 


was mentioned widely as the prob¬ 
able first minister of the proposed 
division. 

Secretary for War Leslie Hore- 
Belisha appealed “to all employers 
and workmen engaged on con¬ 
struction of (armament) factories 
and on production to exceed an¬ 
ticipations in the months that are 
to come.” 

He announced a project whereby 
industrial workers aged 38 to 50 
would operate anti-aircraft guns 
to protect their plants in case of 
air raids. The men would enter 
territorial army reserve corps, a 
kind of overalls army. 

Hore-Belisha expressed the hope 
of doubling in a year the 47,250 
men operating anti-aircraft guns; 


searchlights and detectors. That 
number was 5000 in April, 1936, 
he said. 

Most of the new anti-aircraft 
units would have 3.7 Inch guns, 
which are said to be in mass pro¬ 
duction. 

It was understood under secre¬ 
taries would be appointed to head 
various departments of the pro¬ 
posed defense ministry including 
the air raid precaution division^ 

The main purpose of the report¬ 
ed national register would be to 
determine what technical skill was 
available and insure that key tech¬ 
nicians would be retained In essen¬ 
tial industries.

HONGKONG. Iff)—Canton was 
cut off from the coast today ex¬ 
cept for devious water travel. 

Chinese artillery officials In the 
South China metropolis, goal of 
a swift-driving Japanese cam¬ 
paign inland from Bias bay, 
acknowledged the highway be¬ 
tween Macao and Shikki, in the 
Chungshaw district had been cut 
by a Japanese landing party. 

Japanese were reported to have 
made a sudden landing under 
cover of an intense air bombard¬ 
ment before local defenses could 
be mobilized. 

Reports circulated here of a 
mysterious Chinese air attack on 
Japan’s fleet in Bias bay. Japa¬ 
nese troops were reported to have 
captured Waichow, only 70 miles 
east of Canton, after smashing 
through more than 80 villages in 
their new South China drive from 
Bias bay. 

Unofficial Japanese sources 
said the Japanese had occupied 
Waichow after a fierce struggle 
to the southwest of the city, in 
flames since yesterday from heavy 
aerial bombardments. 


WARSHIPS NEAR 
CHINA CAPITAL 

SHANGHAI. (A’i—Japanese war¬ 
ships, steaming up the Yangitze 
river toward Hankow, were re¬ 
ported today to have advanced 
to within 80 miles of the provi¬ 
sional capital after heavy artillery 
exchanges with Chinese shore bat¬ 
teries. 

The Chinese said their batteries 
had sunk a Japanese munitions 
transport in the Yangtze. 

President to Give 
Campaign Radio 
Speech Nov. 4 

WASHINGTON. (A’i — President 
Roosevelt probably will broadcast 
a campaign addre.ss the evening of 
Nov. 4 from his home in Hyde 
Park, N. Y. 

In making this announcement to¬ 
day, the White House said: 

"WTiile the President’s remarks 
primarily will concern the voters 
of New York state they will be 
sufficiently extensive in range to 
interest the nation as a whole.” 

The announcement said the Pres¬ 
ident would make the speech “as a 
voter of the state of New York,” 
his home state. 

The President will leave Sunday 
for Hyde Park and spend about a 
week. He Is expected to return to 
Washington before traveling north¬ 
ward to make the address four 
days before election day, Nov. 8. 

The President already has praised 
the Democratic state ticket in New 
York, headed by Herbert H. Leh¬ 
man who seeks a fourth term as 
governor. 


Human Need Drive 
Launched By FDR 

WASHINGTON, (A’i — The na¬ 
tion’s twenty - fifth community 
mobilization for human needs be¬ 
gan today. 

President Roosevelt opened the 
annual campaign for contributors 
to Community Chests by telling 
the nation in a broadcast address 
last night that there was as great 
a need as ever for volunteer re¬ 
lief and welfare agencies, despite 
the federal government’s efforts 
along that line. 

“There is more than enough 
work for both,” he said. 


Disney Sued On 
‘Snow White’ Tunes 

LOS ANGELES. (A>)—The mel¬ 
odies used by Film Producer Wal¬ 
ter Disney In the production, 
“Snow White and the Seven 
Dwarfs,” caused the producer to 
be named a defendant today in a 
$50,000 damage action in superior 
court. 

Raynard Fraunfelder, Swiss 
yodeler and teacher, sued Disney, 
claiming the latter used his melo¬ 
dies without ills permission. The 
teacher stated he submitted the 
melodies for possible sale to Dis¬ 
ney in March, 1937. 

Authority on Wills 
Dies, Leaving None 

SAN FRANCISCO. t«7—Around 
San Francisco’s superior courts 
where he was a reporter.

PERKINS ASKS 
MEDIATION OF 
LABOR WAR 

COLUMBUS. O. tff’i—Secretary 
of Labor Perkins proposed today 
creation of a 13-member commis¬ 
sion to mediate the dispute be¬ 
tween the CIO and the A. F. of L. 

She suggested that esich organ¬ 
ization choose five of its "trusted 
and experienced representatives” 
who in turn would select three dis¬ 
interested persons. The repre¬ 
sentatives of the labor groups, she 
said, should have authority to bind 
their organizations to adhere to 
any agreement the commission 
reached. 

Miss Perkins advanced her sug¬ 
gestion in an address prepared for 
a joint celebration of the 70th an¬ 
niversary of the Order of Railway 
Conductors and the fiftieth anni¬ 
versary of its ladies’ auxiliary. 

It was the first public proposal 
from the administration of a con- |

U. S. Employes 
Seek Free Rides 
Over Golden Gnte 

SAN FRANCISCO. (A7—Frank 
J. Hennessy, United States attor¬ 
ney, filed an injunction suit in 
federal court yesterday to require 
the Golden Gate bridge and high¬ 
way district to give government 
employes free transportation over 
the $35,000,000 span. 

The government also asked le- 
covery of funds paid as tolls by i 
government employes since Nov. 
13, 1937, when the district re¬ 
quired all military and naval per¬ 
sonnel to pay for use of the bridge. 

Hennessy said a similar situation 
prevailed on the San Francisco- 
Oakland Bay bridge, but that com¬ 
promise negotiations were under 
way and a satisfactory settlement 
probably could be effected. 

$13,000 Given For 
Flood Repairs 

The state today set aside $13,- 
000 for emergency flood control 
work in Fullerton, on Brea creek 
there where waters washed out 
of the barranca last winter and 
did considerable damage. 

Governor Frank F. Merriam ap¬ 
proved the allocation from the 
state’s $5,000,000 emergency fund 
set aside by a special session of 
the legislature. The city of Ful¬ 
lerton will match funds for the 
channel improvement work, which 
includes deepening and lining with 
concrete through Fullerton. 


Judge Says Probe 
‘Welcome,’ Defends 
Child Commitments 

A critical demand for an in¬ 
vestigation of the Orange county 
juvenile detention home here was 
made last night by the Orange 
county council of Americein Le¬ 
gion posts, when more than 70 
members gave unanimous indorse¬ 
ment to a resolution. 

The demand was for a commit¬ 
tee of investigation to begin its 
probe at once, and Commander 
Gaylord Fanning of Laguna Beach 
will select the group for the Nov. 
4 meeting at Orange. 

The resolution declared Orange 
county has more delinquent chil¬ 
dren than any other county of 
the state of similar population, 
that as much as 100 per cent 
more are sent to industrial 
schools, that there is no segrega¬ 
tion of those in the home suffer¬ 
ing from social diseases, that chil¬ 
dren are not properly fed and are 
not given constructive employ¬ 
ment and recreation. 

HOME ACCUSED 

One speaker allesed that "chil¬ 
dren are locked In cells in the 
basement, in solitary confinement 
to try to make them confess, or 
until their trial comes up. There 
is no merit system in the home, 
but the children are given de¬ 
merits for the least infraction of 
the rules. They are also pun¬ 
ished by locking in cells, beatings, 
and being sent to bed without 
meals.” 

Action on the resolution came 
after R. S. Norton of Balboa 
Island, 21st district American Le¬ 
gion child welfare chairman and 
junior past commander of the Or¬ 
ange county council, gave what he 
declared was an “expose of condi¬ 
tions” he said were “dialxillcal.” 
AMES ANSWERS 

Norton had affidavits from sev¬ 
eral persons regarding the juven¬ 
ile home. One of them was from 
J. A. Cranston of Santa Ana, for¬ 
mer superintendent of city suliools 
and for 28 years the chairman of 
the juvenile home. 

The criticism drew fire today 
from Superior Judge H. G. Ames, 
who presides over the Juvenile 
court. 

Jud.ge AmeS said that, although 
he has no control over the juvenile 
home, it is efficiently managed and 
conducted “as far as I know. If it 
were not, I’d be the first one to 
want to coriect it.” 

He defended the commitments, 
and said that he has at hand a 
case history of every defendant 
brought before him. “These rec¬ 
ords are open to public inspection 
at any time,” he declared. 
STANDS ON RECORD 

“Internal affairs of the home are 
admini.':tered by a committee of 
seven men and women represent¬ 
ing all parts of the county. They 
are the probation committee. Mr. 
Cranston was chairman of the 
committee, and the one most di¬ 
rectly charged with its adminis¬ 
tration, during most of the time 
cited in the alleged conditions com¬ 
plained of. 

“I do not doubt that the Amer¬ 
ican I^egion acted in good faith in 
this matter, but they know only 
one side of the story. I invite the 
inspection, and let’s get it now be¬ 
fore the election so people will not 
think this move is politically-in¬ 
spired. 

“As to the commitments, I’ll 
stand on my record, which anyone 
can substantiate or judge for him¬ 
self by seeing the case histories.”

Organization of the California 
Citrus Growers league, a non¬ 
profit "fact-finding” corporation, 
was completed today and the arr- 
ticles of incorporation forwarded 
to Sacramento to be filed with 
Secretary of State Frank Jordan. 

The principal office of the cor¬ 
poration will be in Orange county, 
although some 2000 citrus grow¬ 
ers from all parts of California 
are expected to become members. 

Directors of the new corpora¬ 
tion—purpose of which is to gath- 
ier facts on the problems of the 
citrus industry for its members— 
include Clarence Brown, San Juan 
Capistrano; F. H. Gerdes, Orange; 
Howard Budlong, Anaheim; Thom¬ 
as McFadden, Anaheim; Richard 
Raster, Garden Grove; M. B. 
Wellington, Santa Ana; George 
Randeil, Orange; Weston M. 
Smith, Fullerton, and Sidney O. 
Pellew, Orange. 

TO ELECT OFFICERS 
With the signatures of all di¬ 
rectors obtained yesterday, the ar¬ 
ticles ol incorporation were com¬ 
pleted and immediately forward¬ 
ed to the secretary of state for 
filing. 

After receiving approval of the 
secretary of state, a certified 
copy of the articles will be filed 
here. Directors will then meet to 
organize and elect officers. A gen¬ 
eral meeting of citrus growers 
will then be called at which time 
they will enroll as members.

If insect pests could be kept 
completely out of Orange county, 
the savings would total more than 
one million dollars a year, accord¬ 
ing to Agricultural Commissioner 
Dixon \V. Tubbs. 

* * • 

A pest - free county, though, 
would be in the realm of a dream. 
Once pests get a foothold,'all that 
can be done is to fight them off, 
and try to prevent the arrival of 
new ones. Some pests have to be 
fought for years before being 
wiped out, while others seemingly 
cannot be eradicated. 

• * • 

Keeping pests out is one story; 
eradicating them is another. This 
is a story of the efforts of the 
county agricultural commissioner's 
office in trying to keep new pests 
outside our borders, and keeping 
our own pests out of other people’s 
territory. 

• * « 

The county agric\iltural commis¬ 
sioner is charged with enforcing 
the plant quarantine regulations 
established by the state depart¬ 
ment of agriculture. And it’s far 
from a simple job because the 
whole picture of quarantine is a 
complex one. 

• • • 

Every state and every country 
of the world has its quarantines 
against plants from other states or 
countries. There are seven quar¬ 
antines within states. (Of all the 
states, California has the greatest 
number of quarantines all year 
round). 

W » « 

High speed transportation has 
increased the hazard of pests for 
California. Frequently live insect 
pests are found in automobiles 
which traveled from the east to 
the border in such a short time 
that the Insects were still alive. 

« * » 

Airpianes have increased the 
hazard in the same respect. For 
that reason, airplanes flying over 
the border from Mexico, for ex¬ 
ample, must undergo plant quar¬ 
antine inspection.

The inspectors each make their 
rounds every day. They inspect the 
postoffices, all express offices, and 
freight offices. All packages .con¬ 
taining plants or fruit should be 
stamped to that effect, so they can 
be set aside for checking by the 
inspector. Many aren’t stamped, 
however, so whenever the sorting 
mail clerk hears a likely rattle in 
a package, he lays it aside for the 
inspector.

If a plant is found to be a host 
for Insect pests, the inspector can 
do one of three things: destroy 
the plant or fruit, send it back, or 
▼ treat it to kill the pests. The de¬ 
cision of the Inspector differs with 
the circumstances. A decision can 
be appealed to the state director 
of agriculture. 

• • • 

Violation of quarantine can be 
punished by a fine of $500 or six 
mouths in jail, or both. Becau.se 
offenders are rarely familiar with 
the law, there have been few pros¬ 
ecutions in this county. 

• • « 

Most plants or fruit received by 
local postoffices, express or freight 
offices are from relatives back 
east. The same is true of ship¬ 
ments of fruit from Orange county 
to outside states. 

• • • 

Because they don’t understand 
the purposes of confiscation, a few 

S ersons become angry, protest in 
le strongest of terms when their 
fruit or plant is destroyed. 

* • • 

All shipments between counties 
must carry a blue shipping tag, 
knov/n as a shipping permit, which 
calls the attention of the shipper 
to the fact that he must have it 
Inspected upon arrival at the des¬ 
tination. It doesn’t necessarily have 
to be inspected at the starting 
point, unless the plant is pest- 
infested. 

• * • 

Pest-infested plants going from 
Orange county to outside points 
are treated at the vacuum fuml- 
gator on East Fruit street. Many 
nursery trees shipped from the 
county are treated here.

The county agricultural commis¬ 
sioner has records from every state 
and almost every country stating 
what will not be accepted or what 
will be accepted under certain con¬ 
ditions, Hawaii, as one example, 
requires vacuum fumigation of ali 
shipments of horseradish and turn¬ 
ips made from the mainland of 
the United States.

In 1937, total shipments received 
in Orange county from other states 
totalled 2795, representing 1,175,- 
914 plants. Some 98 shipment 
were rejected. Total shipments re¬ 
ceived from other counties within 
the state runs close to 7000 for a 
year. Outgoing certificates issued 
In Orange county totaled 725 in a 
fecent year.

Q UESTION: What is meant by 
the football expression 
“mousetrap?” 

Answer: When a defensive 
lineman is purposely let through 
to be sideswiped by an offensive 
lineman or a back, the play is 
known as the “mousetrap.” This 
type of play when skillfully em¬ 
ployed keeps the defensive line¬ 
men from charging too hard and 
is likewise an easy way to open 
holes in the defensive line. The 
“mousetrap” is a form of cross¬ 
blocking, as cross-blocking is 
merely the technique of hitting 
a defensive lineman from the side 
rather than approximately head 
on.

BLACKBERRY IN'TERLUDE . . . 

Strategically important to the 
South during the Civil war was 
the closing of the Mississippi river 
to Union boats. 

Early in 1862 steps were taken 
to fortify Vicksburg, Mississippi. 

A general assault on May 22, 
1863, headed by General Grant, 
brought no benefit and only In¬ 


creased the casualties. Union 
losses totaled 502 dead. 2550 
wounded, and 147 missing. 'The 
Confederate loss was not more 
than 500. 

'The Union troopers were strick¬ 
en by a rampant stomach and in¬ 
testinal ailment. Camp doctors 
prescribed a plentiful diet of fresh 
fruit for the men, and as black¬ 


berries were plentiful in the re¬ 
gion, the soldiers fell to picking 
and eating them. In many places 
the berries grew thickest between 
the two lines. Strange as it seems, 
truces were declared

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Machine vs. Handwork 

ANDWORK has often been put forward as 
the solution to the industrial ills of the 
age. Pbes of machinery claim that men are 
thrown out of work by the use of labor- 
saving devices. 

Henry Ford will give the answer to 
that at the World’s Fair in New York. 
There a $44,000 machine will be at work, 
turning out hubcaps. Beside the machine 
will be a skilled worker, who will use $24 
worth of hand tools turning out the same 
product. 

But while the man makes one hub cap, 
the machine will make 2160. 

On the face of it, this would appear as though the 
machine is jmtting 2150 men out of work. 

But think: The machine it.self represents, in work 
hours, 24 years of labor, before the work of making hub¬ 
caps is even started. 

And that isn’t all: The hand-made hub cap costs 
$2.50; the machine made one costs 12 cents. 

Ford estimates that the cost of manufacture of his 
car, on the same handwork basis, would be $17,850. 

No matter how good the times, the working man 
who now drives a Ford or other inexpensive car could not 
do so at such a price. 

So, without labor-saving machinery, Henry Ford could 
not make his cars cheap enough to sell. 

Therefore, the 125,000 men now working for him 
would lose their jobs if he ti.med to hand work. 

Employment IS created by industrial machinery! 


Seen and Unseen 

There is probably more misinformation than informa¬ 
tion coming out of Europe. What diplomats have been 
able to do or unable to do, in all probability may never be 
revealed. Credit is often given to someone who does not 
deserve it, and withheld from others. Diplomacy has 
always been a game of shrewd maneuvering. 

Nations do not reveal only a partial intent. That’s 
what is called diplomacy. Sometimes the word deception 
comes nearer the truth, paradoxically as it may seem. 
But in the final analysis the real purpose of every country 
is revealed. 

It may seem egotistical to say that in America frank¬ 
ness has been more of a virtue than in those countries 
where ages of distrust is hard to overcome. We are not 
entirely free from double dealing, and this growing doubt 
is an unfortunate element in our political life. 

However, in a country of democratic faith and prin¬ 
ciple, where free speech and privilege is so generous as in 
this country, there is unlimited opportunity for research 
which gives the people privilege of making their own 
investigation! and decision. 

It is this freedom which makes dictatorial control 
distasteful. In this country we are a part of government, 
not an expressionless atom of it. 


Thank You, Professor 

Prof. Joseph K. Folsom of Vassar college is making 
a fine effort to establish an ideal that he believes is vital 
to the cultural and spiritual growth of the nation. The 
modem family, he says, “is too small; it has too few chil¬ 
dren and too few adults.’’ 

And, “Human beings were never made from an eco¬ 
nomic or practical point of view to live in isolated groups 
of tv/os, threes or fours, as they attempt to do in the mod¬ 
em city apartment or suburban bungalow.” 

The head of the average American family will counter 
with the thought, spoken or not, that “a fellow is doing 
pretty well in this day and age if he keeps three or four 
persons well clothed, well fed and well housed.” 

But, argues Dr. Folsom, “the greatest single source of 
culture lies in living worthily with fine people.” And, 
“marriage falls short of mental and spiritual wealth in 
many cases because living is on a mechanical basis or a 
plane of triviality.” 

The good professor makes family life in America 
sound more barren than it actually is. But, since he 
would build for us a national ideal loading toward a richer, 
fuller family life, we are bound to give him respectful 
attention and our thanks. 


Reaching the Goal 

Recessions retard many activities and not a few busi¬ 
nesses, biit apparently has no effect on the Community 
Chest drive in Santa Ana. General Chairman Orlyn Rob¬ 
ertson says the goal is definitely in sight, and that another 
over-the-top year will be an accomplished fact for Santa 
4na before the campaign closes. 

It is all the more commendable to this city in view 
of the fact that the income of our citizens is not so large 
as in former years, due to lower citrus prices. That the 
spirit of generosity remains the same under somewhat 
adverse conditions shows a faith and loyalty to the insti¬ 
tutions coming under the Chest budget. 

There still remains time for those who have made no 
contributions to do so, and it is this delayed help, none 
the less welcome, which will hang up another victory for 
IJanta Ana.

NEW YORK.—Aside from the 
economic question, the newest 
California age retirement plan, 
the one called $30-every-Thurs- 
day, is wrong for the same reason 
that the Townsend scheme was no 
good. Both are unfair because any 
dead beat, loafer and rummy of 
either sex, on reaching a certain 
birthday, would be instantly rais¬ 
ed to equality with those who have 
always made a conscientious effort 
to lift their weight, keep off the 
town and carry their pints. 

Both schemes also are cruelly 
unfair to orphans and half-or¬ 
phans, who would stand to re¬ 
ceive less benefit or none. Orphans 
I have a hard enough time of it at 
best, and it seems impossible that 
the great, sentimental heart of 
America will ever tax a poor, lone¬ 
ly orphan to provide pensions for 
the parents of his more fortunate 
neighbor sufficient to permit that 
neighbor to retire to a life of as¬ 
sured ease. That neighbor is suf¬ 
ficiently blessed in having one or 
more of his dear old parents still 
with him. 

FAMILY PICKINGS 

In view of the divorce rate of 
the last 30 years some fairly 
youngish citizens of our land 
would have not only their regular 
parents to draw pensions but one 
or two step-parents as well. The 
family pickings in the way of pen¬ 
sions would come to $120 a week, 
or $480 a month, under the new 
plan, or $800 a month on the 
Townsend plan. Either way. that 
is not bad going, and certainly 
nobody is going to argue that 
mother love and father love or 
even stepmother and stepfather 
love has become so feeble in this 
glorious land that these pension¬ 
ers would refuse to buy a loving 
child of 30 or 40 years an oc¬ 
casional new car. Anybody wish¬ 
ing to utter such a contemptible 
crack about the beautiful instinct 
of mother love and father love 
and stepmother love and stepfa¬ 
ther love is an un-American cad 
sneering at one of the most beau¬ 
tiful institutions known to man. 

A citizen with two parents on 
the pay line, his own dear mother 
and father, and his wife’s own 
dear mother and father, even with¬ 
out any step-parents on either side, 
would still have $120 a week un¬ 
der the Thursday plan or $200 a 
week under the Townsend plan, 
on which to rely for the support 
of himself and family if he and 
his loving wife each were an only 
child. But the people next door, 
it they were both complete or¬ 
phans, the husband as well as the 
wife, would have nobody to draw 
any pensions. 

PARENT-BEATERS? 

Aside from the obvious orphan 
and half-orphan oppression con¬ 
cealed in these proposals, there is 
also a danger of contaminating the 
beautiful flower of filial devo¬ 
tion with sordid motives or of 
placing loving sons and daughters 
in a false position. A loving son 
or daughter might have the pur¬ 
est motives that ever stirred an 
honest, loving heart in coddling 
the health and whims of his or 
her dear old parents. But the 
neighbors, particularly the or¬ 
phans, would be sure to suspect 
base purposes. 

In order to avoid such suspi¬ 
cion honest sons and daughters 
would be driven to dissemble their 
love, and there you have a danger 
of converting the American people 
into a nation of mother and fa¬ 
ther beaters. Is it worth it? 
MERIT SYSTEM NEEDED 

But the lack of a merit system 
is an objection just as great. Aft¬ 
er all, the mere fact of a pen- 
son’s having lived 50 or 60 years 
is no wet sponge run over the slate 
of a long life of dishonesty, im¬ 
providence, laziness and intem¬ 
perance. All Americana, have 
known contemporaries who simply 
would not pay their honest debts, 
who would not try to provide for 
their own old age, who wouldn’t 
work or keep sober. 

It penalizes diligence and all 
the virtues of citizenship to prom¬ 
ise all such equal security and 
luxury at the early age of 50 with 
those who have always done their 
best. 

It would require a report card 
system to keep the score of eligi¬ 
bility, but surely there should be 
superior rewards on graduation 
day, whether the fiftieth or the 
sixtieth birthday, for those who 
have consistently got “A” in effort 
and no worse than an average of 
“B plus” in sobriety.

With air conditioning coming 
into widespread use in larger, pub¬ 
lic buildings, the heating and ven¬ 
tilating engineers, who have made 
this advance in human comfort 
possible, are now faced with some 
serious problems which they have 
thus created. 

As one example, what health 
risks are there involved in the re¬ 
circulation of cool air through a 
crowded motion picture theater, 
restaurant, or office building? It 
is hardly economical to use the 
cooled air only once and take in 
completely fresh air at each cycle 
in the air flow. Thus only a frac¬ 
tional part of fresh air Is taken in. 

Since this situation exists, the 
question arises whether the bac¬ 
teria content of the air in an air 
conditioned building gradually 
rises. If it does, does it approach 
a bacteria concentration which is 
potentially menacing tt) health? 

In hospitals, too, there is the 
problem of what to do about the 
ventilation of contagious disease 
wards whose air passes into a com¬ 
mon system and, potentially, may 
be recirculated through the whole 
air conditioned hospital. 

More widely known among lay¬ 
men is the problem of ridding res¬ 
taurants and railroad cars of the 
odor of smoke. Here the problem 
is complex because it not only in¬ 
volves the cleaning of the air and 
its recirculation but the removal 
of elusive odor also. 

The research committee of the 
American Society of Heating and 
Ventilating Engineers is consider¬ 
ing these and other problems. 
These engineers are formulating 
experimental projects which will 
‘ seek the best solution. 

The task, they well realize, will 
j be slow for the problems involve 
j medicine, biology, chemistry and 
‘ physics as well as engineering. The 
' utmost cooperation between these 
branches of science will be needed.

WASHINGTON—No one around 
the White House is saying much 
about it, but the president’s feel¬ 
ing toward Chamberlain, Musso¬ 
lini and Hitler is a degree less than 
lukewarm these days. 

His feeling for Hitler and Musso¬ 
lini has been frigid for a good many 
months, but the lowered tempera¬ 
ture toward Chamberlain comes of 
his belief that the prime minister 
lent himself to the perversion of 
Roosevelt’s proposal of a general 
European conference, so that it 
degenerated into a secret sellout 
of small democracies. 

Though it was not made public 
at the time, Roosevelt’s proposal to 
Hitler, telegraphed just before the 
Munich conference, envisaged a 
meeting of eight or more powers, 
including Russia and Czechoslo¬ 
vakia, two countries vitally con¬ 
cerned. 

This idea was communicated to 
Chamberlain and to Mussolini, and 
it was understood that Chamber- 
lain approved it. Instead he con¬ 
curred in the twisting of Roose¬ 
velt’s proposal into a four-power 
private deal, 

WALLACE’S RESHUFFLE 

What most people missed in con¬ 
nection with Secretary Wallace's 
reshuffle of the agriculture depart¬ 
ment was that it fits into the pat¬ 
tern of the reorganization bill, and 
indicates the White House inten¬ 
tion of pushing that bill to passage. 

One of the first principles of the 
Brownlow report—basis of the re¬ 
organization bill—was that private 
lands should come under agricul¬ 
ture, and public lands under inte¬ 
rior. 

In the Wallace reshuffle, all ac¬ 
tivities directly related to the far¬ 
mer have been nailed down be¬ 
yond transfer to his cabinet col¬ 
league, Harold Ickes. But other 
functions of the department have 
been left flapping in the breeze. 
For example, no provision for the 
forest service has been made in the 
new plan, despite the historic fight 
between Agriculture and interior 
over its control. This service is 
not connected with private farm 
lands, but with public lands. 

F. A. Silcox, chief of the forest 
service, has long resisted transfer 
to the interior department, and last 
year declined Secretary Ickes’ of¬ 
fer of an assistant secretaryship if 
he would switch allegiance. Now 
it looks as if the Silcox agency is 
fated for transfer anyway. 

The same is true of public roads, 
in which Wallace has no active 
interest. Still another agency left 
out is the pure food and drugs ad¬ 
ministration, an orphan child of the 
department. 

Wallace stands ready to sacri¬ 
fice an orphan or two, but the AAA 
has been safely folded into the 
family bosom and its name written 
down in the family Bible. 

AGRICULTURAL CONFERENCE 

The day after reorganization was 
announced, a group of agricul¬ 
tural officials were exchanging 
banter about the confusion it 
caused, and saying they didn’t 
know what agency they were at¬ 
tached to. 

Remarked Mordecai Ezekiel, who 
is economic adviser to Wallace al¬ 
though paid by the AAA: “I don’t 
even know what agency I’m being 
detached from.” 

CONVERT 

This will be a big shock to busi¬ 
ness and to A. B’. of L. moguls who 
have been whetting their knives 
to cut up the Wagner labor rela¬ 
tions act at the next congress: 

Senator Ed Burke, their most 
aggressive spokesman, has chang¬ 


ed his mind about the whole idea. 
He is against it now. 

Burke’s conversion is the result 
of a vacation trip to England, 
where he made a first hand study 
of labor-employer relations. Now 
he is telling friends that he was 
all wrong about the evils of col¬ 
lective bargaining, that he will 
make no move to tamper with the 
Wagner act. 

“Collective bargaining seems to 
have worked out excellently in 
England,” the Nebraskan explaina. 
“Employers told me that strong 
unions meant di.scipline and re¬ 
sponsibility among their workers. I 
still think there ought to be some 
revision of the Wagner act, but I 
now feel that whatever changes 
are proposed should come from the 
sponsor of the measure. Senator 
Wagner. I don’t contemplate of¬ 
fering any amendments.” 

Note—Burke’s discovery that in 
England collective bargaining has 
proved effective in eliminating la¬ 
bor disputes concurs with the re¬ 
port of the special committee 
President Roosevelt appointed last 
summer to study the British sys¬ 
tem.

The Bills 

NO. 3, MOTOR VEHICLE TAXA- j 
TION AND REVENUE 

This measure i.s a constitutional 
amendment proposed by the legi.s- 
lature, requiring that gas tax 
money be used exclusively for 
street and highway purposes. It 
permits spending of up to 20 per 
cent for redemption and payment J 
of bonds and assessments, and re-: 
quires that license fees and taxe.s j 
be used for enforcement of laws, 
concerning vehicles and highways, j 

Its supporters claim it will re¬ 
move the threat of diversion of 
gas tax money for other purposes 
and “establishes a permanent bar¬ 
ricade again.st the misu.se of mo¬ 
torists’ money,” 

Its opponents say its purpose 
is now accompli.shed by existing 
laws, making it unnecessary; and 
add that the large number of mo¬ 
torists insures their own protec¬ 
tion through their power over [ 
their representatives. They claim 
it is unsound fiscal policy to 
“freeze” any tax fund for special | 
purposes by constitutional amend- 1 
ment. 


Speed Zoning 

CHICAGO. —(Special)—Speed 
zoning—the use of special speed 
limits for iiarticularly hazardous 
sections of the highways—is re¬ 
commended to the national safety 
congress as a way to cut effective¬ 
ly the death toll on America’s 
aighways. 

The speed limit for each section 
of the road would be determined 
after a full investigation of the 
local conditions if highway offi¬ 
cials heed the report of a com¬ 
mittee headed by D. Grant Mickle, 
traffic engineer of Ann Arbor, 
M'ch. 

Speed zoning Is designed to al¬ 
low motorists to reach their des¬ 
tination as quickly as possible, 
but without endangering them¬ 
selves or other people. Speed lim¬ 
its are increased where hazard is 
low and decreased where there is 
danger. The recommended system 
of speed zoning would also per¬ 
mit a more uniform traffic flow 
over the highway. • 


Soviet Planes

NEW YORK — (Special) — The 
Russians called Charles Augustus 
Lindbergh a paid liar because he 
spoke poorly of soviet aircraft. Oh 
come now, tut, tut. 

And to make matters more 
opaque, they claim he did so to in¬ 
fluence Chamberlain toward his 
decision for negotiating with Ger¬ 
many rather than fighting. (Russia 
would have sided with England 
and France). 

I have seen enough of Russian 
fighting aircraft and gained enough 
first-hand information about Rus¬ 
sian aircraft organization and its 
poor performance in the field to 
make Lindbergh’s derogatory re¬ 
marks (whatever they were) look 
like Russian propaganda. 

The soviet smarties took Lind¬ 
bergh into their aviation, showing 
him around in the hope he would 
tell the world how great their air 
force was. When he refused to 
lie with them they named him a 
liar in his own right. 

RUSS AIR RECORDS 

It is only lately that air people 
' of other nations have given a grain 
I of credit to the claims of Russian 
air records. C. G. Grey, a most 
! aggressive and brilliant journalist 
! in English aviation, challenged the 
I long-distance record of the Rus- 
I sians, who claim they flew from 
Russia non-stop to California. The 
engineering data on that ship used 
for the record does not check with 
the claimed performance. 

But no one dared to open the 
case. C. G. Grey’s challenge went 
unanswered and the Russian claim 
was pushed through the F. A. I. and 
published as an authentic record. 

The Russians had the world be¬ 
lieving that they and their fight¬ 
ing airplanes were the tough dogs 
in the Spanish war. 

The home-grown ships they used 
in that war were merely designs 
they had purchased abroad and 
didn’t know how to modify safely 
nor to even build close enough 
to original specifications so that 
they would stay in the air and 
refrain from shedding their wings. 

NO PLANES LEFT 

When 1 left Europe early this 
fall there was not one of the 
much-advertised Mosca fighting 
ships left on the leftist front in 
Spain except those in the junk 
piles. 

The soviets taught Europe a few 
things when they had to work on 
the fighting front in Spain. Up 
to their batting turn, propaganda 
had been recognized as a neces¬ 
sity—ditto censorship during war¬ 
time. But if any nation is go¬ 
ing to tight the Russl:ics it would 
do well to get all of the necessary 
war machinery together and then 
be sure to move the finest and 
fastest operating printing presses 
right up behind the front lines be¬ 
fore firing a gun. 

This is just a summary of a doz¬ 
en or more expert opinions I pick¬ 
ed up in Europe about Russian 
field operations and each was 
backed by specific proof. 

3 KINDS OF RIVETS 

I saw one prized Russian fight¬ 
ing plane that had three different 
kinds of rivets in a straight line 
down the side of the fuselage from 
nose to tail. 

Just ran out of the same kind of 
rivets, I guess. And this was not 
a stock job either but a special 
sample of Russian aircraft manu¬ 
facture. 

I do know that the Germans re¬ 
gard the Russian airforce as they 
have learned to regard the Russian 
army, namely, high in number and 
low in fighting efficiency. And log¬ 
ically so, because the Russian has 
no historical background of me¬ 
chanical aptitude. Jie generally 
runs an engine, whether it be an 
aircraft or a tractor, until the en¬ 
gine stops or disintegrates. 

Woulcl our omnipre.sent Mr. Bul¬ 
litt, present ambassador to France 
and one-time gum-shoer-at-Iarge, 
like to tell us what he knows of 
flying in Russia, his story would 
be a beauty and cause Lindbergh’s 
story to shrink to insignificance. 

WAY BELOW FAR 

The pick of the crop of soviet 
pilots are about as good as the pick 
of any other crop—but the run 
of the mill are way below par—in 
flying. The failure of Russian av¬ 
iation in Spain convinced those In 
the know of England, France, It¬ 
aly and Germany that communist 
fighting aviation is just air, heated 
and supercharged, and unable to 
stand performance checks. 

If Lindbergh lied about the Rus¬ 
sians and told the British to go 
carefully with challenging German 
air power, he spoke months later 
than I did, in the same terms to the 
same people. 

I reported what I saw of German 
air power and warned the British 
that neither they nor I could wisli 
that German air power out of cx- 

I ! istencc. 

Facts are facts, and as an avia¬ 
tion reporter they come first with 
I me, sympathies and affections a 
I poor second. And so, while I was 
j entitled to the Russky indictment 
I to the Ananias club, Llndbergti 
got it. 

That's okeh with me, but neither 
of us owns or boasts the same sorry 
gifts as the sovicters, who are pos- 
ses.sed of (Carlyle) ‘the talent of 
lying that cannot be laid hold of.”

I like to go into the library of 
the famou.s Player.s club, down at 
Gramercy Park, in New York City, 
and look at a certain piece of paper 
framed and hanging on the wall. 
It is the original check which was 
sent to a widow a.s first payment 
on the royalties of her hu.sband’s 
book. And it is for $200,000. Here 
is the story of that check. 

After his retirement from the 
pre.sidency of the United States, 
U. 3. General Grant wa.s old, and 
had no money. One day his good 
friend, Mark Twain, called on him; 
and, recognizing his poverty, sug¬ 
gested that he write his memoirs 
in book form, which Mark himself 
would publish and .sell to the pub¬ 
lic. 

Grant didn’t know whether he 
rould write or not. He very much 
feared that he couldn’t, but there 
were interesting tilings which could 
be told. Things which on)y he 
Irnew about and in which the pub¬ 
lic had an intere.st. He needed 
the money, not only for himself, 
but in order that he might leave 
his family provided for after his 
death. However, lie did not come 
to a decision at once. 

Then one day .something hap¬ 
pened. As he was eating a peach 
he felt a painful sen.sation at the 
root of his tongue. He went to his 
doctor who told him that he was 
dcximed - cancer. 

His first thought then was of 
his wife and his family. How could 
he provide for them ? That was the 
problem. Should he write his me¬ 
moirs? He would have to work 
again.st time. He knew that: .so he 
engaged a .secretary and began dic¬ 
tating the story of his life, dealing 
primarily with the Civil war. One 
day speech failed him.

There 
were days when his e.ves had the 
dim earth-forgotten look of a per- 
.son already in another world. The 
. doctors gave him opiates; he could 
! not clearly see the paper on which 
[ he wrote. But he kept .steadfastly 
at it, for he was writing in order 
to protect his family. Sometimes 
his mind fogged. Then he would 
put his hoard aside, walk about for 
a bit and make a fresh start. 

At last, the book was fini.shed. 
He sat down in an ea.sy chair with 
a sponge in his mouth In order 
that he might breathe more easily. 

His hand reached for his pencil 
and paper and he wrote that he 
wanted to lie down. 

He did lie down, but his book 
wa.s finished 1 

If you will think of this when 
you arc di.seouraged, it may help 
you to realize how others have 
faced their troubles. Troubles come 
to all. But the way we meet them 
- that is the supreme test.
